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Thieu resigns; blames U.S. for failures 


Ford asked 
to seek 
settlement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Acting soon 
after 
the 
resignation 
of 
South 
Vietnamese 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu, the Senate today approved a 
resolution urging President Ford to seek 
a political settlement of the Vietnam 
war 
The resolution, which is not binding on 
Ford, passed by voice vote. It was not a 
direct result of Thieu’s resignation, but 
congressional 
leaders 
nonetheless 
expressed the hope that the resignation 
opened the way for negotiations toward 
a political settlement. 
The 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee approved the resolution last 
week and final floor action had been 
scheduled for today prior to Thieu’s 
surprise announcement in Saigon. 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield described Thieu’s resignation 
as a "move in the right direction" which 
might bring about negotiations between 
the South Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
The 
resolution 
urges 
Ford 
to 
"undertake immediate efforts to obtain 
a cessation of hostilities in Vietnam 
through negotiation and to promote a 
political settlement." 
Mansfield said it was his impression 
that the Ford administration has been 
attempting for at least a week to get 
some negotiations under way. 
"I hope the regime of Tran Van Lam 
(president of the Senate) would consider 
negotiations for the purpose of saving 
lives," Senate Republican Leader Hugh 
Scott added. 
Scott said the negotiations with the 
Viet Cong should hinge on "the salvation 
of as many lives as possible and 
hopefully some form of coalition govern­ 
ment." 
And House Speaker Carl Albert added, 
"I hope the consequences will be for the 
good such as bringing about negotiations 
to terminate hostilities, speed up the 
evacuation 
of 
Americans 
and 
to 
generally make for better feelings all 
around." 
Kissinger, 
Ford confer 
over Thieu 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford conferred today wi^h Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger about the 
resignation 
of 
South 
Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, and a 
spokesman later announced the United 
States expects to work with Thieu’s 
successor. 
"President Thieu resigned under the 
procedures of the South Vietnamese 
constitution," 
Press 
Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen told reporters following the 65- 
mmute meeting 
between Ford and 
Kissinger. 
"The United States expects to be 
working with the new government." 
But 
Nessen 
declined 
to 
answer 
questions about Ford’s reaction to the 
charges Thieu made in his resignation 
speech —that the United States press­ 
ured 
him 
into 
quitting 
and 
that 
Washington reneged on a promise of 
continued military aid made by former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
He also declined to say if Ford had 
advance notice of Thieu’s resignation. 


Asked if Ford still wants Congress to 
approve his request for nearly $1 billion 
in military and humanitarian aid to 
South Vietnam, Nessen replied: 
"The President still believes those 
requests should be approved . ’' 
Nessen declined to answer numerous 
questions about Ford’s reaction to the 
resignation, responding with replies like 
"I don’t know that I’ll go any further 
than what I have said" or " I ’m not going 
down that trail." 


Nessen attempted to portray Ford and 
the White House acting almost normally 
following the resignation of the man who 
has headed South Vietnam for years. 
He noted that Kissinger was likely to 
be questioned about the U.S. response 
during an appearance on Capitol Hill 
later in the day and added that Ford also 
probably would be asked about it in a 
television interview tonight.

Although Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield thinks enough money is 
available, the Senate begins today to 
decide whether to approve an additional 
$200 million for evacuation. It passed the 
Foreign Relations Committee Friday by 
a 14-3 vote 


The Pentagon reported Sunday that 
Adm. Noel Gayler, U.S. commander in 
chief in the Pacific, made a secret flying 
visit to Saigon Thursday, returning to 
his headquarters in Honolulu Saturday. 
The Pentagon would not comment on the 
trip, but Gayler directed evacuation of 
Americans from Cambodia last week, 
following a similar unannounced trip.

Burglars broke into Lompoc Valley 
Bowl at 1420 E. Ocean Ave , Saturday 
and smashed vending machines, threw 
chairs through glass display cases, 
hurled bowling balls about, smashed 
dishes and then set fire to the dining 
room before leaving. 
There were no suspects today. 
Damage was estimated unofficially at 
$5,000, but an inventory was being

Ashlock, operator of the restaurant on 
the premises. 
The burglars scaled a 10-foot-high 
concrete block wall, broke down a rear 
door that had been nailed shut, and 
proceded to pillage the establishment. 
An estimated $100 was reported missing 
from vending machines. The machines 
were thrown over and smashed. Some 
stored band instruments were damaged 
heavily according to the report. 
Bottles of beer were thrown against 
walls, wine was poured on carpeting 
The gas powered artificial log in the 
dining room’s fireplace was dragged out 
of its position and lighted after table 
cloths had been piled on top. Fire 
officials said the fire was smoldering 
out when they arrived. Smoke hung 
heavy throughout the building. 
Investigators walked gingerly over 
glass-strewn floors during the initial 
investigation. Ironically, colored lights 
flashed and wheeled about the facility 
from the vending machines that lay in 
disarray, their electrical insides spewed 
out on the floor

President cites aid 
promises from Nixon 


SAIGON (UPI) — President Nguyen Van Thieu resigned tonight in a speech in 
which he blamed South Vietnam’s military disasters on U S failure to honor 
President Richard M Nixon’s written promises of aid 
The resignation opened the way for possible negotiations of a cease-fire with the 
Communists who have pushed the front lines to within 26 miles of Thieu’s 
Presidential Palace and have massed 100,000 troops for a final assault 
At exactly 8 40 p m (5 40 a m PDT) 
Thieu, biting his lip and apparently 
fighting back tears, said: 
"In front of the National Assembly, 1 
announce my resignation as president 
"Goodby, my friends.” 
Thieu said he and former President 
Nixon had agreed "on paper” that the 
United States would provide all neces­ 
sary aid to South Vietnam to defend 
itself if Thieu signed the Jan 27. 1973, 
Paris peace agreement. 
Thieu said he had been assured of U.S. 
aid, and it had not been delivered 
“ I never thought a man like Mr (U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry) Kissinger 
would deliver our people to such a 
disastrous fate," Thieu said 
As he 
delivered his televised speech to the 
nation, the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong closed in on Saigon from three 
sides. The government earlier today 
abandoned 
Xuon 
Loc, 
which 
some 
persons have called the 1975 Dien Bien 
Phu. 
Fifteen minutes after Thieu began his 
speech, authorities ordered an 8 p.m to 
7 a.m. curfew —one hour longer than the 
normal both in the evening and morning 
—apparently to avoid panic 
Saigon’s defense forces were placed 
on full alert 
"If the United States had intervened 
as it should have, we would not be losing 
province capitals, district capitals," 
Thieu said. 
* 
"And we would not be faced with 
losing our national capital." 
Thieu said he would hand power to 
ailing, 72-year-old Vice President Tran 
Van Huong But it was expected Huong 
also would resign. 
That would hand the presidency to 
Senate President Tran Van Lam, a 
political moderate who might be able to 
open peace talks with the Viet Cong 
before Saigon itself is attacked. 
Thieu gave no indication whether he 
would leave Vietnam, but most senior 
officials said they believed he would 
seek exile, possibly in the United States. 
"If the Americans don’t want to 
support us any more let them go, get 
out! Let them forget their humanitarian 
promises! ” Thieu said. 
Thieu’s 90-minute speech ended at 
9:25 p.m. (6:25 a m PDT). He gestured 
emphatically throughout the speech. He 


pounded the lectern frequently and often 
repeated himself 
Huong, in the swearing-in ceremony, 
said, "I will defend the country and 
protect the constitution and carry out 
the duties of the presidency of the 
Republic of Vietnam ’’ 


Thieu 
kissed 
and 
embraced 
his 
successor before and after the swearing- 
in ceremony. 
Thieu said South Vietnam had been 
constrained not to go into the north by 
international agreements, such as the 
peace accords in Paris. 
But he asked. "If soldiers at outposts 
are overrun where do they go7 They 
have no place. We have no place to run if 
we give up the Republic of Vietnam." 
Thieu 
said 
that 
the Communists 
receive more support daily from China 
"but our support from the Western 
world has been going down.” 
"To fight against the rebels we have to 
have ammunition, the wherewithal to 
fight,” he said "The other side gets it 
from the Communists ” 
"The Communists bring down more 
people, more tanks, more guns and they 
would like to overrun us. 
"If the United States had intervened 
as it should have we would not be losing 
province capitals, district capitals and 
we would not be faced with losing the 
national capital Maybe we could have 
worked out something with the Com­ 
munists." 
Thieu then recounted the military 
losses in the northern and central parts 
of South Vietnam. 
"We lost tanks,” he said. "We lost 
artillery. The United States, when this 
happened, should have reacted Let me 
ask you, when the Americans saw the 
loss of those vehicles and weapons, why 
didn’t you (the United States) come and 
replace them? When you saw our people 
being lost, why didn’t you come in and 
help our people? You signed the Paris 
Agreement which said you would do 
this. 
"Now I have told you the situation and 
how the allies have treated us. I am 
hiding nothing.” 
Thieu said the government would not 
be able to recapture some of the area it 
lost to the north 
Communists within 
26 miles of Saigon

Vietnamese Earlier, Communist troops 
swept into Ham Tan, 75 miles east of 
Saigon along the South China Sea coast 
and capital of Binh Tuy Province. 
This gave them control of 21 of the

Western sources said the Communists 
now have 15 divisions —about 150,000 
men if all are at full strength —poised

"I have no mental hangups about 
wilderness,” Hathaway said in response 
to questions by Sen Mark Hatfield, R 
Ore. 
Hathaway conceded — as charged by 
environmental groups —that he had 
been “ apprehensive" about proposals 
for the preservation of more wilderness 
areas in Wyoming in 1967 and 1968 
But he said his concern had been more 
with the size of such areas than with the 
wilderness concept 
" I ’m for wilderness areas," he said

former 
Republican 
governor 
defended legislation passed by Wyoming 
under 
his 
sponsorship 
for 
the 


reclamation of strip mined lands and 
told Sen Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., that he 
would carry out a new federal law if it is 
enacted 
But Hathaway did not go along with a 
demand by Sen Jam es Abourezk. D- 
S.D., that he commit himself in advance 
to hold up coal leasing until the law is 
passed and new regulations are drawn 
up by the Interior Department 
The nominee said he did not think it 
would be "appropriate" for him to make

Tina Lynn Jacobsen, 19, and 
Gaelisa Burton, 18, partially 
clothed with their hands tied 
behind their backs, had been 
stabbed to death. 


Because the bodies discov­ 
ered Friday were just inside 
the boundary of the Quinault 
Indian Reservation, F B I agents 
entered the investigation along 
with Grays Harbor County 
Sheriff’s deputies. 
Over the weekend a coroner’s 


report said the women had 
been killed with a knife or 
similar weapon at least 48 
hours before their bodies were 
found by a couple walking along 
the sandy beach. 


Investigating 
officers 
declined 
to 
speculate 
on 
whether the latest deaths were 
connected to the slaying or 
disappearance of nine other 
women in the state. 


The two women left on the 
trip last Monday Miss Jacobs­ 
en was due at work at Virginia 
Mason

in 
Seattle 
Thursday 
morning. 
Worried 
friends reported them missing 
on Friday just hours before 
their bodies were found 


“ What can I say ... She was 
the greatest little girl,” said 
Harold Jacobsen of Vashon 
Island as he tried to talk about 
his murdered daughter. “ Oh, 
God...,” his voice trailed off as 


he looked over to his wife who 
was crying nearby. 
Friends of the women, who 
lived on Vashon Island, said the 
two may have been careless 
about the possible dangers of 
hitchhiking and traveling with­ 
out protection. 
“ The kids here (on Vashon* 
think the world out there is 
great and beautiful and mel­ 
low,” said Mrs. Nancy Neff 
Miss Burton had worked with 
the Neffs starting a moccasin 
business. 
“ I told her last Sunday it 
seemed a little dangerous," 
added Mrs Neff. “ But when 
you’re born and raised on 
Vashon Island, you’re not even 
aware of what is out there.” 
“ She was 
such a gentle 
person,” added Larry Neff 
“ She was totally vegeterian 
and totally against violence I 
don’t think she understood it 
was a very violent world.”

“It was an outrage,” said 
Hiroshi Kashiwagi, 42 


Kashiwagi was among the 
thousands of Japanese-Ameri­ 
cans —mostly United States 
c it iz e n s 
—who 
w ere 
imprisoned 
by

federal 
government after the outbreak 
of war with Japan in 1941. 


He and more than 175 college 
students of Japanese descent 
walked 10 miles Saturday in a 
pilgrimage to the site of the 
camp, now reduced to cram 
bling guard towers and bar­ 
racks 
"It was a prison, I must 
emphasize 
that 
fact," 
said 
Kashiwagi “To recall it even 
after 30 years is very hard. 
“I was just existing, vegeta­ 
ting 
I 
feel 
I 
suffered so 
unnecessarily. We were thrown 
into prison without due pro­ 
cess.” 
The Tulelake camp, operated 
by the federal War Relocation 


Authority and the Army, held 
18,000 
persons of 
Japanese 
descent from the West Coast at 
the 
peak 
of 
the 
wartime 
internment program 
More 
than 
110,000 
were 
rounded up and taken to camps 
around the country 
Toshio Mori, 60, interned at a 
camp at Topaz, Utah, looked 
around the remains of the 
camp and told the students, 
“The emotional pangs do come 
back.” 


“I sort of felt 1 was returning 
to Topaz.” 
he 
said 
“One 
experience is enough for me 
and 1 hope there is not another 
one.” 
Amy Ishn, 63. interned at a 
camp at Heart Mountain, Wyo , 
and a historian of the camps, 
said. “We hope that this portion 
of American history, which has 
been swept under the carpet 
and kept hush hush, will be 
brought back into focus " 
About 235 students of Asian 


descent

California colleges toured the 
camp site Saturday More than 
half walked the 10 miles to the 
site 
from 
their

campsite in this remote town,

shouldn t 
play golf In fact, I see 
many reasons why a 
President should play 
golf Exercise, in my

But to play golf on the same day that

live under a regime four American 
presidents promised they would never 
have to live under, is, if not intrinsically 
insouciant, at least apparently so. 
Seventy million Americans, who get

The 
juxtaposition inevitably gives rise to the 
suspicion

Christmas, 
Mr. 
Ford

everywhere photographed in ski clothes, 
as the depression and unemployment 
deepened After finishing the golf in 
California, the next we saw of President 
Ford was eating cake and drinking 
champagne on Air Force One 30,000 feet 
up m the air, celebrating a birthday. He 
is hardly unique 
The day after the 
murder in 1958 of the King of Iraq, the 
Queen 
of 
England 
attended 
not 
a 
memorial 
service 
for 
her 
royal 
counterpart, but the races at Ascot. She 
had only been queen for a few years Mr. 
Ford has only been president for a few 
months The queen has life tenure 


Why 
does 
the 
press 
have 
to 
photograph the President, when he is 
relaxing, or exercising0 Of course, the 
paparazzi would follow the President 
into the shower if he permitted them. 
But why does he do it? It is hardly 
undemocratic to say to the press: 
“ When I play golf, it is, among other 
things, in order to get away from the 
press. When I have a private party for 
my wife, or for an aide, I do not desire to 
invite seventy million Americans to 
attend it.” 
The President is fortunately situated 


in that he has a security staff that can 
protect his privacy He is probably the 
only man in the world who can actually 
ski alone: they will commandeer an 
entire mountain for him, which is more 
even than the Shah of Iran can achieve 
at St Moritz, until he gets around to 
buying his own mountain. Why not use 
these privileges to buy this privacy: and 
to reaffirm what the Framers once 
called a decent respect for the opinions 
of mankind0 
No doubt the audiences of the world, 
h avin g 
ab sorb ed

juxtapositions, will notice also that 
Hollywood awarded the prize for the 
best documentary film of 1974 to a paean 
to the Vietcong.

language 


A number of companies and a number of 
state insurance departments have begun 
taking steps in that direction.

has 
promulgated a rule that automobile

p o lic ie s

Legal 
sounding words should be avoided...” 
Florida 
has 
proposed 
minimum 
uniform readability standards for health 
policies, 
and 
the 
Illinois

department has asked a governor’s 
advisory board to take up the issue of 
automobile policy simplification. 
At the federal level, "truth in life 
in surance” 
legislation 
is 
being 
sponsored in Congress by Sen Philip A 
Hart. 
But despite these moves, it is still 
going to be a long time before a 
simplified 
insurance 
policy 
can 
be 
written. Why? Because before this can 
happen, 
b u reau crats 
in 
sta te 
governments must learn to simplify the 
language. 


Many parts of policies are governed 
by state laws and regulations and we all 
know how they are written. Some are 
harder to read and understand than 
Einstein’s theory of relativity. States, in 
many cases, insist on “exact” language. 
If an insurance company chooses to use 
different language it could run into 
conflict with state laws and the courts 
might declare portions of the policy 


invalid. 
Also, a policy is a legal contract, and 
over the years a body of law based on 
court interpretations has grown up. 
Legal and technical terms used in 
insurance policies have assumed certain 
fixed meanings which only lawyers and 
insurance experts can interpret. 
But it still should be possible to 
remove some of the “heretofores,” 
“whereases” 
and 
other 
legalistic 
gobbledygook from insurance policies 
and make sentences shorter without 
changing their meanings. At least this 
seem s to be the growing trend.

society attempts to regulate? 
For example, “When harmful 
drugs

outlawed,

outlaws will have drugs.’’ No 
law has ever deterred anyone 
who wanted to break it. 
It certainly appears that 
som e 
type 
of 
national 
legislation aimed at changing 
the fact that ordinary people 
kill ordinary people with guns 


will be adopted. 
It is our opinion that a 
major 
issue 
behind 
this 
controversial subject is not 
who gets the guns ultimately, 
but their ready availability to 
any and all with the money to 
order them from catalogues. 
Known as “Saturday Night 
Specials,’’ they are without 
redeeming social Value. They 
are worthless for hunting or 
for marksmanship and are 
good at killing people only at 
close range. 
We strongly believe that 
availability of guns in this 
manner should be halted and 
we suspect that “gun lobby’ 
persons will agree. 
We believe that laws can be 
established that will protect 


the proper right to possess a 
gun but such legislation can 
only be fashioned if the “gun 
lobby”

Judging the judges 
Shuttle and spray 
E. G. Waters 


On the 14th day of May in 1862 Judge 
Jam es H. Hardy heard the California 
Senate, sitting as a High Court of 
Impeachment, toll the fateful 22 to 14 
roll call whereby he was convicted of 
high misdemeanors and wilful (sic) and 
corrupt misconduct, and removed from 
office Sixty seven years later on April 
26,1929 Judge Carlos S. Hardy heard the 
same Senate, once again sitting on 
impeachment 
proceedings, 
refuse 
conviction by an 18 to 21 vote. The two 
Hardys, not known to have been related, 
are the only two jurists in the state’s 
history to stand impeachment trials. 
Both events were marked by strong 
emotional and political feelings. The 
first Hardy, whose trial occurred during 
the 
Civil 
War, 
was 
accused 
of 
treasonable 
actions 
due 
to 
his 
sympathies for the South. 
Also, 
in 
presiding at the trial of former Supreme 
Court Justice David S. Terry who, in a 
duel, had killed David C. Broderick, a 
former state senator, he had submitted 
the case to jury without permitting the 
prosecution to present any evidence, 


thereby assuring Terry’s acquittal. The 
second Hardy was accused 
of acting 
improperly 
as 
counsel 
for 
Aimee 
Semple McPherson, accepting fees from 
her, and obstructing justice in the 
perjury trial of the evangelist which 
stemmed from her claim s of alleged 
kidnaping 
He was also accused of 
turning the court into a hippodrome by 
issuing numbered tickets to numbered 
courtroom 
seats 
for 
the 
trial 
of 
kidnapper Edward Hickman. 
If the trials proved anything beyond 
the fact that one named Hardy shouldn't 
aspire to a California judgeship, it 
established the difficulty of removing a 
judge by impeachment. 
Recognizing 
that fact and also the lack of provisions 
for 
removal 
short of 
impeachment 
offenses, was former Chief Justice Phil 
S. Gibson. He thought there should be a 
more practical way. He also believed 
there should be provisions for removal 
of judges for physical disability or 
misconduct not considered sufficient to 
warrant impeachment. He called upon 
the State Bar and the Judicial Council 


for recommendations. Out of that cam e 
legislation, authored by Senator Edwin 
J. Regan, now an appellate justice, 
which 
created 
the 
Commission 
of 
Judicial 
Q ualifications. 
With 
the 
establishment of that body, which set 
the pattern for 35 other states, the 
possibility of legislative impeachment 
of a judge has all but disappeared. 
As Appellate Justice Bertram D. 
Janes, chairman of the commission, 
composed of five jurists, two members 
of the bar and two public members, 
points out, “The commission provides 
for a more direct, more certain, fairer 
and less costly method of dealing with 
complaints against the judiciary.” 
In the 14 years of its existence the 
com m ission 
has, 
through 
form al 
proceedings, removed two judges for 
misconduct. But it has demonstrated its 
superiority 
over 
impeachment 
by 
avoiding the carnival aspects of such 
proceedings and the resultant loss of 
respect for the courts and still removing 
the unfit from the bench. In that period 
it has induced 61 other judges to retire 
or resign. More than half of these were 
for 
reasons of 
physical or mental 
incapabilities rather than any overt 
misconduct. 
Initially the commission was limited to 
cases involving “ willful misconduct, 
failure 
to 
perform 
duties, 
habitual 
intem perance 
or 
disability 
of 
a 
permanent character” with removal as 
the only discipline. A 1967 amendment 
broadened 
the 
power 
to 
include 
‘‘co n d u ct 
p r e ju d ic ia l 
to 
th e 
administration of justice” and added 
“censure” as a discipline. Janes feels 
the com m ission’s ability to deal with the 
few problem judges out of nearly 1200 
could 
be 
im proved 
by 
adding 
incompetence, and failure to adhere to 
the Code of Judicial Conduct as causes. 
He also thinks provisions for penalties 
short of removal or censure would 
permit the commission to be more 
effective. 
“Often a judge with all of the qualities 
to be a good judge will get careless in his 
conduct,” he said. “It might warrant a 
private rebuke and warning but not 
removal. At the present our hands are 
tied. We either must consider it serious 
enough for censure, if not removal, or 
overlook it and thereby fail to correct 
the problem “Last year the commission 
received 247 complaints, closed 211 as 
groundless, removed one judge, induced 
three to leave and informally cautioned 
33 others.

A 
variation of oxygen, 
o z o n e 
a b s o r b s 
ultraviolet 
radiation 
from the sun, radia­ 
tion to which people 
are 
very 
sensitive. 
Beginning 10 m iles up 
and heating the chill 
stratosphere 
as 
it 
intercepts solar rays, 
the ozone barrier acts 
as a filter 
Biologists say that if you degrade it by 
one per cent, you boost the incidence of 
skin cancer by 2.5 per cent. 
By 1990, according to the Department 
of Transportation, the world’s projected 
air fleets could deface the ozone veil by 
some 14 per cent. Another estim ate 
predicts 
the combined ozone layer 
damage in 1990 at 30 per cent. 
Aside from the skin cancer threat, 
indications are that a more virulent 
ultraviolet rain could also damage crop 
yields, 
m enace 
oxygen-producing 
plankton on the ocean surface and set off 
changes in the earth’s clim ate. 
The chem ical villains are chlorine and 
nitric oxide, both efficient catalysts in 
ozone breakdown. They are and will be 
put in the atmosphere by aerosol spray 
cans, supersonic and other jets with 
present engines and the Space Shuttle. 
Easily compressed and mixing with 
nothing, Freon gas is what makes spray 
cans work. It hisses out of the nozzle, 
leaving the underarm deodorant or hair 
spray where it is and rises into the 
atmosphere. 
At 
about 
100,000 feet, 
sunlight 
breaks 
it 
down, 
releasing 
chlorine. 
It’s hard to imagine spray cans having 
much of an impact on anything until you 
realize that each one can contains an 
ounce or two of Freon and that about 
two billion aerosol cans were sold last 
year. Harvard scientists say that even if 
we stop using spray cans today, Freon’s 
impact on 
the ozone 
shield would 
continue to rise to a five per cent 
reduction in 1990 Using the biologists 


figures, that amounts to a 12.5 per cent 
surge in skin cancer. 
It’s still early for panic in the streets. 
The figures now being used to calculate 
ozone decay are wobbly and researchers 
for 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency say it will be at least three years 
before we have a firmer grip on the 
nature of 
and degree of the problem. 
The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration is doing much of the 
research work. 
One man, incidentally, who believes 
the spray can scare is “nonsense ’ is 
Robert H. Abplanalp, close friend of 
former 
president 
Richard 
Nixon. 
Abplanalp owns 
Precision Valve Co., 
producer of more than half the aerosol 
spray valves in the world. Dow Chemical 
makes the Freon itself 
Current 
engines 
on 
high-flying 
supersonic jets em it nitric oxide. A 
worldwide fleet of 500 Concorde and 
Russian Tupolev SSTs would degrade 
the ozone belt by another five per cent, 
using present generation engines, it is 
estimated 
With a projected 60 launches per year, 
the space shuttle will leave 40 per cent 
of its exhaust in the stratosphere, which 
begins 
at 
about 
50,000 
feet. 
One 
component of this exhaust will be 
hydrochloric acid, which is also quickly 
broken down to release chlorine. Even 
with presently planned fuels, the shuttle 
is expected to cause only a 0.4 per cent 
ozone degradation Shifting to a clean or 
mixed 
fuel 
before 
the 
cumulative 
impact can reach this point, shuttle 
people say, will reduce the eventual 
impact of the shuttle on the ozone shield 
to a 0.1 per cent degradation. Since 
ozone concentrations in the belt are 
known to varv naturally by as much as 
two per cent, this isn’t considered high. 
Freon from aerosol cans, then, is now 
calculated to result in ten tim es more 
damage to the ozone layer than the 
shuttle would 
cau se 
using 
first 
generation fuels And a change of shuttle 
fuels 
in 
apparently 
a 
priorty 
consideration. Action on spray cans will 
have to wait the several years before the 
problem is fully explored The impact of 
the SSTs, of course, will depend on their 
numbers and the industry’s success at 
developing a cleaner engine. It was the 
ozone connection with exhaust nitric 
oxide that was a rallying point in 
winning environmental push to junk the 
American SST. 
The ozone lining is in the stratosphere, 
where there are no upward or downward 
convection currents and the air slowly 
roams east to west in stratified layers. 


cans 


That’s why they call it the stratosphere. 
In 
the 
swirling 
atmosphere 
below, 
chlorine 
and nitric oxide pollutants 
usually remain airborne for about two 
days before settling or being washed 
back to earth But the average tune one 
of these pollutants sticks around in the 
stratosphere is from two to eight years. 
This environment and the longevity of 
the pollutants there may cause another 
effect NASA scientists are looking at 
closely. What air movement there is in 
the stratosphere is mostly latitudinal — 
from east to west or west to east It 
happens that shuttle launch sites, Cape 
Canaveral and Vandenberg AFB, are in 
the range of 30 to 50 degrees north 
latitude. NASA scientists are concerned 
that most of the ozone-destroying action 
of the shuttle might be concentrated in a 
corridor 
between 
these 
latitudes. 
Whether or not this would be true, and 
what it would mean if it were, we don’t 
know 
But 
some degree of higher 
ultraviolet 
intensity 
between 
those 
latitudes would 
seem 
a reasonable 
outcome.
